Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 80-88, 99-112 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding to claims 80-88, 99-11 2, which recites "One or more computer- 
readable storage media having stored thereon computer-executable 
instructions...". Since, the specification, paragraphs 0073-0075, discloses "The 
communication connection(s) 770 enable communication over a communication 
medium to another computing entity. The communication medium conveys 
information such as computer-executable instructions, audio or video input or 
output, or other data in a modulated data signal . A modulated data signal is a 
signal that has one or more of its characteristics set or changed in such a 
manner as to encode information in the signal. By way of example, and not 
limitation, communication media include wired or wireless techniques 
implemented with an electrical, optical, RF, infrared, acoustic, or other carrier . 
The techniques and tools can be described in the general context of computer- 
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readable media. Computer-readable media are any available media that can be 
accessed within a computing environment. By way of example, and not 
limitation, with the computing environment 700, computer-readable media 
include memory 720, storage 740, communication media, and combinations of 
any of the above . The techniques and tools can be described in the general 
context of computer-executable instructions, such as those included in program 
modules, being executed in a computing environment on a target real or virtual 
processor. Generally, program modules include routines, programs, libraries, 
objects, classes, components, data structures, etc. that perform particular 
tasks or implement particular abstract data types. The functionality of the 
program modules may be combined or split between program modules as 
desired in various embodiments. Computer-executable instructions for program 
modules may be executed within a local or distributed computing environment. ". 
At least, in the case that the medium is any of electrical, RF, infrared, acoustic, 
or other carrier wave media, and combinations of any of the above , the claim 
recites nothing but the physical characteristic of a form of energy and as such is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter.
